: the mark, Deafening explo- 
sions follow, the immense cascades 
of water subside, of] and fragmenta 
of wreckage come to the aurface— 
and the rest is silence. 

The A/S school employs many 
other methods of hunting down the 
undersea raider, and one of these 
is so ingenious that it makes the 
U-boat betray its own presence. 
Let us say that the submarine has 
torpedoed a merchantman ten mileé 
away from the coast. The detona- 
tion is picked up by the directional 

‘hydrophopes ashore, and in a few 
minutes the point of explosion is 
known to within a few 100 yards. | 

All men-of-war within a certain 
radius are at once called up and 
notified of the enemy's position, 
‘and a hunt on the lines indicated 
above is begun. A single: hydro- 
phone ashore is able to determine 
the position of a torpedo or mine 
explosion 50 miles away. 

Other methods used by the anti- 
submarine school involve polarised 
light and infra-red radiationa, 
which, incidentally, are of ‘immense 
value to surface men-of-war a5 a 
means of invisible signalling. ‘ 

In fact, the work. being done at 
Portland is invaluable, not only to 
thé. Navy, but to mercantile ship- 
ping and navigation in general. 
Sound ranging by beam waves, for 
instance, enables hydrographic 
work to be carried on in darkness 
or fog, and is also employed to 
determine the presence of icebergs.
